Ат а meeting of this institution held on the 10th inst. at 
14, John-street, Adelphi, rewards amounting to £357 were 
granted to the crews of life-boats of the institution for 
services rendered during the past month, and payments 
amounting to £1405 were ordered to be made on the 293 
life-boat establishments of the institution. Among the 
contributions recently received were £600 from the Civil 
Service Life-Boat Fund to provide a new life-boat for 
Douglas, Isle of Man, to be named the Civil Service No. 6; 
also £79 4s, 6d. from the same fund, to recoup the insti- 
tution the amount expended by it during the past year in 
rewarding the crews of the Civil Service life-boats for 
services; £500 from “ Anon ” ; £300 from “ A Friend," per 
Mr. and Mrs. Norbury, through the Manchester branch 
for the Ramsey new life-bont house; and £70 from the 
Cyclist Life-Boat Fund to pay for one year's maintenance 
‘of the Cyclist life-boat at Hartlepool. New life-boats have 
been sent to Tynemouth and Skegness. Another new life- 
boat was christened and launched at Dover last Saturday. 
The cost was defrayed by an Erith lady, named Morrice, in 
memory of her Jate husband, after whom the boat is named.

But Nasr snatched hold of 
his sword; at the same time in a brutal. and 
most cowardly manner he struck Gordon an un- 
expected blow. The Pasha ‘would, of course, 
have fought desperately to the last, had he not 
thought he would have been treated in an 
honourable manner. Не fell and rolled: down 
the stairs, and as he rolled another General 
speared him in the left side—it was a grievous 
wound. 

A terrible scene ensued, Saporia says. Over 
it there is no need to dwell. · The head of Gordon 
was subsequently borne to the Mahdi, and the 
body of the murdered hero’ cast, none knows 
where. There is not one word of truth, he 
declares, in the reports that a tomb of any kind 
has been raised to Gordon. А true British hero 
to the last, General Gordon fell, as he lived, 
valiantly. It is to be hoped his sad fate мії 
quicken British Governments in the future to set 
about doing their obvious duty with that prompt- 
itude and thoroughness which are essential to 
success. Besides, as the Souakim correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph stated in his letter of the 
3rd inst., “Тһе political: hand-to-mouth policy 
which has been pursued: in England in dealing 
with Egyptian and African affairs aggravates 
and prolongs the misfortunes of the Soudanese.”’ 
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A FATAL BULL-FIGHT. . 


Тнв Drawing уе print by Mr. В. Caton Wood- 
ville—fruit of his recent trip to Spain—recalls a 
terrible scene witnessed lately at a bull-fight in 
Cordova. The bull, a lithe, powerful animal of 
the Estremadura breed,-on being turned into the 
arena, charged the torero Martinez, one of the 
distinguished men of his profession, and wounded 
him severely in the neck. His companion went 
immediately to` his assistance; but he, too, was 
attacked and wounded in the left breast. The 
animal next rushed at a mounted picador, whose 
horse he killed. Its rider, violently dismounted, 
was picked up unconscious, with a fractured 
skull. Ап indescribable panic ensued, and for a 
time the bull was left victorious in the ring. To 
restore confidence among the audience, the 
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espada Guerrita, who happened to be present, 
entered the circus,- and, amid, general applause, 


‘managed to give the deathblow to the infuriated 


animal. Martinez died the same evening of his 
wound, and the Spanish newspapers extolled his 
exploit !

This ‘was not playing fair according to 
Spanish notions, and so the chulo declined to 
have anything to do with a bull which was so 
intelligent as to butt at a man and not to go 
blindly for the red flag.

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tricks with the bull to irritate him. One man 
took a banderilla in each hand and faced the 
bull as he charged. Just as it seemed as if he 
must be knocked over, the banderillero deftly 
stuck his weapons one into each of the bull’s 
shoulders, and the animal, on feeling the prick, 
instantly stopped dead, leaving the daring man 
unmoved and unhurt. Then, at last, when the 
bull had been sufficiently tormented, 
THE MATADOR : 
entered the ring, sword in hand. The matador 
is the most important personage in the bull-ring, 
and is the admired of all beholders. A celebrated 
matador is paid as much as £300 a day for his 
performance, and always has to be in strict train- 
ing, though he looks rather fleshy to an English 
eye. He enters the ring alone, armed only with 
his Toledo blade, and with a red flag, about а 
yard square, over his arm. Тһе matador begins 
as а chulo, and, after proving himself an expert 
toreador, is promoted to the post of bull-slayer. 
Though bull-fighting is looked upon as a very 
low caste trade, yet a successful matador becomes 
a huge favourite with all classes, and is generally 
known by some endearing nickname, from the 
place of his birth or from a personal peculiarity. 
The most celebrated matadors of Spain were 
Joseph Delgado and Francisco Montes. 
THE MATADOR WAS ARMED 
with a very sharp sword about three feet long, 
and carried a red cloak, with which he engaged 
the bull. When the animal charged into his 
cloak, he plunged some ten inches of his blade 
into its shoulder. As the bull, maddened by the 
pain, dashed furiously round the ring, we could 
see the long keen sword gradually sinking by its 
own weight into the flesh, but before it touched 
the heart one of the chulos twisted his cloak 
round the hilt and jerked the sword out. Then 
it was thrast in again, until the bull was too 
weak о charge any more and lay down on the 
sand very sick. ‘The poor brute refused to get 
up, and so his death-blow was given in the nape 
of the neck with a short heavy knife like a 
hunting-knife. This rather ignominious death 
was inflicted as the bull would not face 
the matador a third time; the succeeding 
animals were more courageous, and charged the 
red flag up to the last, receiving the death-thrust 
from the long keen sword just in front of the 
shoulder-blade, amid the enthusiastic cheers and 
plaudits of the spectators. The people screamed 
themselves hoarse with delight, and threw hats, 
caps, and cigars into the ring for the toreador. 
THE VICTOR BOWED HIS THANKS 
all round, and, picking up one of the cigars 
thrown him by his admirers, lighted it out of 
compliment to the donor. It was easy to under- 
stand why every Spanish: boy wishes to be a 
toreador, and every Spanish girl to have the king 
of the bull-ring for a lover. Не is the hero of 
the hour, and even a King of Spain would cut a 
very poor figure beside him. |

obligation to kill the Irish ** Executive Council," 
by which he meant the Lord Lieutenant, the 


Chief Secretary, and the other principal officials 
of the Government. ‘The Invincibles got their 
money from the Land League through Patrick 
Egan, Tynan, and others. They were supplied, 
too, with expensive arms, among them being 
repeating rifles, revolvers, and knives, the two 
latter weapons being brought over from London 
by Mrs. Frank Byrne. He was arrested in 
November, 1882, and before that he had assisted 
in watching Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary, М». 
Justice Lawson, and Lord F. Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke. They intended early in 1882 to shoot

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committed the crime. He was selected, Delany 
said, to shoot Mr. Anderson because, being a 
law-clerk, he (Molloy) was most likely to know 
the Crown Solicitor. 

Delany owned to having been present at the 
Phenix Park murders, but took no actual part 
in either of them, although he took charge ot the 
knives afterwards till Brady took and destroyed 
them. Delany gave a fresh edition of the history 
of the crime of May, 1882, and he gave very 
clear testimony with regard to the payment by 
Frank Byrne of various persons concerned in the 
matter. Byrne, although complaining of the 
expenditure, said they were not to stop for want 
of money, and one suggested that Earl Spencer 
should be killed. It was Molloy, the informer 
previously spoken of, who pointed out Mr. Justive 
Lawson to witness and others on the day they 
had intended to assassinate him. ‘Judge Lawson 
was under protection, and witness was, on lis 
own admission, instrumental in bringing about 
his own arrest, for he plucked the sleeve of the 
detective who was guarding the Judge, and was 
at once arrested. Had his Lordship gone ten 
yards further he would have been assassinated, 
and that would have been contrary to Delany's 
wishes. А | 

The Attorney-General at this stage produced 
a number of letters either wholly written or 
signed by Patrick Egan, several of them to 
James Carey, and others to unnamed corre- 
spondents. One of these letters was the much- 
talked-of epistle in which Egan wrote that’ Mr. 
Parnell was in Paris, and agreed that prompt 
and decisive actién was necessary. It was in 
this letter that reference was made to an advance 
from the “А” Fund, Which) it has been sug- 
gested, méant the" Assüssination Fund. Where 
thesé letters came “тот did not at this time 
appear; but, presumably they had at one time 
reached the possession of Carey amd others to 
whom they were addressed, althodügh Egan 
stated in one of them that his letters were liable 
to be stopped.

Sir Charles Russell prefaced his cross-examin- 
ation with the admission that certain of the 
letters were парсы genuine, but that

Park murders, and had been sentenced to death, 
which sentence was afterwards commuted by 
Earl Spencer to penal servitude for life.

At the time he 
confessed to the Pha@mix Park murders.he was | 
undergoing a sentence of ten years’ penal servi- 
tude for taking part in the attack on Judge 
Lawson in November, 1882; and when he was 
seventeen he had had five years’ sentence for 
highway robbery. 

Cross - examined, next day, by Mr. Reid, 
Delany said he remembered Michael Boyton 
‘giving Joseph Brady an order as an Invincible. 
Boyton pointed out Mr. Burke, the Chairman of 
the Prison Board, as 22 was driving along the 
quay at Dublin. Brady was executed. 


MR. MICHAEL DAVITT, 
the tall, one-armed Irish patriot with jet-black 
hair and bronzed face, is a conspicuous figure in 
the court generally as he sits on the solicitors’ 
bench facing the Commissioners, and in a line 
with Mr. Biggar; Mr. George Lewis; Mr. Mac- 
donald, the shrewd Times manager; Mr. Soames, 
the keen Times’ solicitor; Mr. Buckle, editor of 
the Times, and young Mr. Walter of the acute 
features. Mr. Davitt succeeded Mr. Reid, Q.C., 
in the cross-examination of Delany, who was 
made to appear self-contradictory. About the 
meeting in the Rotunda in Dublin at which 
Delany said he saw Mr. Davitt with several 
Fenians early in 1880, Mr. Davitt very severely 
cross-examined him. Не read the resolution 
which Delany said Mr. Davitt particularly wished 
passed at that meeting, and about which there 
was a dispute.

THE BRISTOL EVIDENCE 
was also of importance. 

Mr. Arthur Spafforth, living at Stapleton, near 
Bristol, deposed that on the evening of Dec. 20 he 
was in Clifton Park, Bristol, when he heard a noise 
in the garden of No. 4, followed by a scuffle. Five 
or six men scrambled over the gate, and all but one 
went in the direction of Bristol.

CHESHIRE COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 


AN inquest was opened at the Navigation Hotel, 
Hyde, Cheshire, last Saturday, on the bodies of the 
twenty-three men who were killed in the Hyde Col- 
lieries of Messrs. Sidebotham, by an explosion of 
gas on the Friday morning of last week. Mr. Atkin- 
son, Government Inspector of Mines for Cheshire and 
North Staffordshire, in company with Mr. Sawyer, 
Assistant-Inspector, and Mr. John Higson, mining 
eugineer, went down the pit and made a thorough 
examination of the works, and particularly of tlie 
extreme end of the 2ft. seam. At the bottom of the 
final brow it was seen that the roofs and sides had 
collapsed, and it was near this spot that thesearchers 
discovered the first six bodies. The distance from 
the pit’s mouth to the 2ft. seam is about three- 
quarters of a mile. Mr. Atkinson was not examined 
on Saturday, and it is expected that he will give a 
detailed statement of the condition in which he 
found the pit at the adjourned inquest, which is 
fixed to be held on Feb. 7 at the Hyde Townhall. 
‘The Mayor cf Hyde has opened a fund for the relief 
of the widows and children of the men killed; and 
Messrs. Sidebotham have headed the list with a sub- 
scription of £300. Three sisters of the Messrs. Side- 
botham have also forwarded £50 each to the relief 
fund. 


COLLISION OFF DOVER. 


A COLLISION occurred at alate hour on Saturday 
night off the Varne Buoy, about three miles 
from Dover, between the steam-ship Denbigh - 
shire, of London, and the Duke of Buckingham, also 
а steamer, of Barrow-in-Furness. Two men belong- 
ing to the first-named vessel were drowned, the 
remainder of the crew being taken on board the 
Duke of Buckingham and conveyed to Dover. ‘lhe 
Denbighshire foundered.
